Bulb oblong,* ovate, pointed, about the fize of a pea, co- 
vered with a fliell-like fmooth dark brown tunic, often with 
feveral, according to the age of the plant, the one over the 
other imbricated downwards, far and regularly cleft from 
their bafes upwards, fegments fubulate. Leaves radical two, 
cauline 1 — 2, narrow, linear-enfiform, ftiffifli, fheathing at the 
bafe, ftreaked, midrib very prominent. Stem 4 — 8 inches 
high, finely velvetted with fhort thickfet villi"; has generally 
one or two axillary branches. Flowers on the main fpike 1—6, 
one-ranked, iffuing from the alternate bends only, upright, 
fcentlefs. Rachis reclined with the curvatures deeply bowed, 
alternate ones longeft, a charafteriftic very confpicuous in in- 
digenous many-flowered fpecimens.

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The above-mentioned curvature of the joints of the Rachis 
probably fuggefted to Thunberc the poffibility of its being 
LiNNiEus's IxiAffxuo/a, ^vhk:h is however a very diftind 
fpecics. * Found at the Cape, on the Groene Kloof, and Roode 
Sand Hills, and alfo in fome fandy fpots in Swartland. Forms 
vith IxiA ramo/a (/cUlaris, ThunbJ IxiAbirta, Ixia /ftf- 
chenjis, and Ixia fetacea^ a very diftinft feftion in this genus, 
agreeing in bulb and general habit of the leaves and flowers.

A native of the Weft-India Iflands, and confequently 
-with us an inhabitant of the (tove, where it is an ornament 
worthy of culture, its foliage being of a lively green and 
its flowers diffufing an agreeable odour, efpeciaily in the 
evening, a property very contrary to that of many of the tribe : 
it has the additional recommendation of taking up but little 
room. The fpathe, which is at firft white on the inner fur- 
face, but changes to green after the flowers decay, adds much 
to the beauty of the flower. 

The excellent fpecific charaQer by Dr. Dryander, 
fliort as it is, fully diftinguiflies it from every known fpecies 
,of Pothos: indeed the name itfelf will at all times de- 
note the plant, on which account we have adopted it in pre-. 
ference to that of odorata, under which it was fent by Mr. 
Alexander Anderson, fuperintendant of the Botanic Gar- 
den at the Ifland of St. Vincent's, to Mr. Woodford, at 
Vauxhall, at whofe colleftion it flowered in great perfeftion 
laft June, when our drawing was taken. 

Introduced into the Royal Garden at Kew, by the fame 
gentleman, in the year 1789, and a fpecimen which flowered 
there in the month of April 1790, is preferved in the Bankfian 
Herbarium. 

Seems to thrive beft when plunged into the bark pit^ and 
apparently may be increafed by offsets from the root.

Both the male and female flowers are furniflied with a calyx, 
which in the latter is divided to the bafe and perfiftent ; in the 
male the laciniae are fhorter and divided only half way. I n both 
the corolla appears to be pentapetalous, but more decidedly fo 
in the female flower ; in the male the calyx adheres fo clofely 
to the corolla as to refill its feparation and render it di£Bcult to 
. decide whether it be monopetalous or polypetalous. The 
flowers grow in an umbellaxed dichotomous panicle on long 
terminal peduncles. The pedicle in the centre of the dicho* 
tomy always bears a female flower, the fide branches all male* 
The latter are of courfe much the moft numerous. The female 
flowers are firft expanded and of fliort duration; fo that 
at firft thefe appear to be all female and afterwards all male, 
both fexes feldom appearing at the fame time. The fecunda- 
tion of the germen muft therefore depend upon its receiving 
the pollen irom other plants, or at leaft from the flowers 
of diflPerent branches, and not from thofe neareft it. Flowers 
and fruit exift frequently at the fame time^ the former ere£l, 

the 
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the latter cernuous. Seed-veffel nearly rounds fmooth, three- 
celled, with one oblong large feed in each cell. Leaves apt to 
vary in fortci, but io general broadeft towards the point, which 
IS acuminate, contra8[ed in the middle, and rounded at the 
bafe*, where it is befet with a few unequal fubfpinefcent teeth^ 
apt in luxuriant g(-owth to become auriculated protefles, as in 
our figure : the n^tgin is refleScd. The beautiful coloured 
variegation of the under furface is not conftant, difappearing 
if the air has not free accefs to it. The whole plant abounds 
with a femipellucid milky fluid. 

It is a very ornamental Ihrub, flowering through the greatcft 
part of the year, and appears not to be tender, fucceeding 
beft, accordbg to Mr. Fraser, with very little artificial heat. 
Is a faft gFOwer, and* eafily prc^agated by laying down the 
branches* Introduced by Mr. J. Fraser,. Nurferyman^ 
Sloane-Square, who brought it from the Ifland of Cuba, on 
his return from his laft voyage to North-America. 

JaciJuin defcribes two fpecies of Jatropha, which appear 
to have confiderable affinity with this, both with fcarlet flowers, 
his haftata and integerrima^ the firft of which he faw in the 
gardens at St. Domingo, but of Eaft- Indian origin, the other 
in the gardens at the Havannah.

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A genus founded by Dr, So;.anper» in the Hortus Kew- 
enfis, on the only fpecies then cultivated amongft us, viz. 
Arisxea oyc^ea. 

The prefent fpecies is large and ornamental, with a flem from 
two to four feet hi^by nearly twice the length of the leaves^ 
round, fomewhat winged by the alternate decurrent cauline 
leaves, upright, fublignefcent. Leaves linear, enfiform, 
ftifEfli, finely ftriated without any prominent riblike nerve, 
poliflied, dark green. Spathes and involucres membranous, 
fcariofe, acute. Segments of the corolla obovate, equal. 
Produces abundance of feed, of which there are two or three 
ID each cell, and by which it is eafily propagated, as al(b by 
the offsets or fuckers which it throws up, but not in any great 
abundance. Is now pretty common in our gardens. A great 
number of very fine plants were raifed two years ago at the 
Botanic Garden at Brompton from Cape feeds. 

Found by Thunberg on the hills between HauteniquaV 
Land and Langekloof, as likewife (but not plentifully) roulid 
Cape Town, flowering in our autumnal months. 

Two fpecies of this genus have already been figured fn this 
wprk, YJi- cyanea and /piralis, the latter under the generic 
n^ameof MoRitA ; ^utits fpecies, as well as thofeof Dilatris, 
Wachendorfia, and MoRiEA, are far from being fo 
common in our gardens as thofe of Ixia, Gladiolus, 
Watsonia, Tritonia, Sparaxis, and Babiana, though 
pf equally eafy culture, and of at leaft equal if not fuperior 
beauty ; we have never yet been able to find the leaft traces of 
Wits EN I A, their clofe ally, having been introduced into any 
European garden, although Cape fpecimens of three or four 
of its fpecies are not ftrangers to our herbariuips. Our figure 
was taken at the nurfery of Meflrs. Grimwood and Wykes, 
Kenfington, with whom it was raifed from Cape feeds received 
fome ycar^ back* Flowers in Auguft. Scentlefs. G.

Thunberg defcribes the flowers as 
caerulefcent, LiNNitus the younger as violet-coloured, both 
which appearances they affume in a dried ftate, the more ex- 
panded flowers inclining to violet, the lefs expanded ones to 
blue ; the latter feems to have ranked fpecimens of the fame 
fpecies under two very diftinft ones, and to have made this a 
variety of Ixia excifa as well as a diflFerent fpecies under th« 
Aame of G\.hYi\o\.\}% junceus^ 

Found by Thunberg at the Cape of Good Hope, in 
Langekloof. Propagates abundantly both by feed and offsets ;

As the Epidzh DKVu/ecundum of ]acqviu has not yet been 
feen by us, we cannot clear up the difiicuhies which have 
hitherto attended this fpecies. We are however inclined to 
regard the Epidendrum elongatum ^nAfecundum of Jacquin, 
and ih^fufcatum of Smith, as three diftind fpecies. Our plant 
is undoubtedly the firft of thefe; differing in no refpeft from 
Jacqu I n's figure, except in the colour of the flower, which 
with him is more refembling red-lead. The flowers are not 
fecund, the leaves not emarginate nor of a dark purple red as 
in Jecundum ; and the ferrated neQarium feems fufficicnt to 
diftinguifh it from both the other fpecies.

The fpecimcn from which our drawing 
was taken was fent us in Augufl laft by Mr. Loddiges, 
Nurferyman at Hackney, who imported it from the Cape. 

We have always fufpefted the two varieties of the fpecies of 
Mora A figured in the 238th plate of Miller's Icones 
(and which are the original fources of Linn-euss MorvCa 
vegeta) to be no other than the Mor^a (Iris) Irijlis n, 577 
of this work ; but we did not venture to cite them on account 
of the omilfion of all mention of the pubefcent ftem ; which, 
<)wing to its exceeding minutenefs, might calily haveefcapcd the 
draughtfman of fuch figures as thofe, but was certainly lefs 
likely to have been omitted by Miller in the defcription ; 
yet we can trace in no colleftion or herbarium any fpecies agree- 
ing with the other parts of the figures and defcriptions that has 
a fmooth ftem ; while Mor/ea irijlis docs precifely fo agree 
in every thing elfe, efpecially in the peculiar form of the cap- 
fule above noticed. However this may be, Mor^a Iriopctala 
of Linn. fil. (Iris />///wjr/j of Thunberg) always quoted as 
a fynonym to Mor^ea vegeta^ is a very dittinft fpecies, with the 
larger fegments bearded and the ftigmas fetaceoufly multifid.

In the feleflion of the effential charaQeriftics above enu- 
merated, we h^ve been guided by the following fpecies only,

ienella and graminea o\ the former author being entirely un- 
known to us except from the fhortand vague fpecific charac^ 
ters in his Prodromus. Our prefent fpecies feems chiefly to 
differ from paniailata in having hairy leaves^ a more graci- 
lefcent and taller ftern^ which is alfo reddiOi brown and not 
green as in that, its branches more divaricate, the two upper 
lateral fegments of its corolla more contiguous, and its flowers 
when clofed form a flendercr and more compaft column ; we 
might add, that the incumbent anthers are Qiorter and rounder, 
but as this difference efcaped us in the living plant and was 
obferved only in the drawings it is lefs to be depended on. 
Root leaves oblong lanceolate 3 — 4 about 3 — 4 inches high. 
Stem about three times their length. Segments traverfed lon- 
gitudinally on the outGde by a brown hairy fillet, outer upper 
one wholly brown and pubefcent outwards. Flowers, quite 
(centlefsy open in fuccelfion, clofe towards evening ; expaiid 
in thtf month of July. We have never obferved the Cue 
ftasneiiB mentioned by fome authors and figured in one «fpecies 
by Bret N I us, nor the rudiments of any more than the ufual 
three. The genus is remarkable in this natural order for its 
inferior corolla, and is perhaps one of its connefting links to 
the bexandrous liliaceous plants ; in the habit of its leaves it 
approaches Bab I AN A, in that of the flower and capfule it 
comes nearer to Cyanella. IfBuRMAN's figure is atten* 
tively examined, it will be found to come nearer to this than 
panicuhta ; the lower leaves not being feen nor defcribed it 
is impoflible to be fo certain as we could defire ; the plant was 
pnly known to Burman by a drawing taken at the Cape, 
from which his engraving was made. Introduced amongft us 
by Mr. Williams, Nurfcryman at Turnham-Green, who 
received the bulbs three or tour years back from the Cape. 
Requires the fame treatment as Ixia and other Cape

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As yet a folitary fpccies, nor have we in the many fpcci- 
snens we have feen ever obferved it to vary even in colour. 
Flowers fcentlefs, 2 — 6 on each peduncle-like branchlet, which 
laft, in the archedly-flexuofe curvatures and one-ranked man- 
ner of bearing their flowers, refemble the rachis of Ixia 
/ecunda. 

Found by Thunberg at the Cape of Good Hope, on 
the Groenekloof hills, and near Bcrgrivier ; introduced into 
Kew Gardens, by Mr. Masson in 1787. The generic name 
we have derived from jMiXac black and o-f ai^a a globe, in allu- 
fion to the colour and form of the bulblets produced on the 
ftem, as mentioned and figured by Jacquin. In the capillary 
tenuity and elaftic tremuloufnefs of its branchlets it reminds 
us of the quaking-grafs, Briza. 

Our drawing was taken at the Nurfery of Meffrs. Wykes 
and Grimwood, Kenfmgtoa. Requires the treatment of the 
other Cape Enfatae. Propagates plentifully by feed and bulbs ; 
but the leaves are apt if kept in a pit to be eafily bitten and 
deftroyed by the froft, and though this does not kill the plant 
it weakens it very much; to make 'it produce the bulblets 
mentioned by Jacquin, and to have it in perfefiion, we fhould 
think the dry ftove would be the bcft place to grow it in.

portion than in thofe. The anthers in Ixia capillaris are alfa

We have retained his trivial name in 
prcfcrciTGe to Jacquin*s, both on accodilt of priority and of 
Its not being taken from colour, which in this natural family 
Ihould be avoided as itiiich ks pdflible, a name without 
any meaning being greatly preferable to fuch ; yet where 
we have found them already given we have never changed 
them. It is clofely allied to the Gladiolus tougiflorus of the 
Collectanea, and the firlt variety of the fame of the Icones 
Rariores, differing chiefly in W\6 ()>Aihe, which in the laft 
is blunt and dentate. Our fpecimen has no claim to the title 
of rqfeus^ though i\\t fame biilb may produce one that has 
next feafon.

Masson, /. 29, but differs in the fegraents of the corolla not 
being ciliated^ and in the peduncles generally coming in pairs. 

When the corolla ojpens, the laciniae are doubled back as 
fharply as if pinched, enclofing the fegments of the calyx ia 
the fold fo completely that the flower appears to have no 
calyx. After the flowering is over thefe expand and clofe 
again^ as is ufual in the genus, when the calyx comes in 
fight. The neftary confifts of five tongue-ftiaped hollow 
bodies, fupported upon fmall pedicles, difpofed in the form of 
a ftar, the five points of which meet at the centre of the flower, 
where there appears to be a perforation oppofite the points 
of the germen. Between thefe are five round yellow bodies 
divided by a dark line having an anther-like appearance, from, 
each of thefe proceed what we would call the two lobes of the 

anther^ 
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anther, or in the langua|c tf Swart 25, the poUen-mafTes, 
club-ihaped, lying each in a hollow, in which they are con- 
fined ^y Ae 4ieaary, otee lia^ of wliich bUv^ps a right ^*id left, 
hand lobe of two different anthers. Upon the removal of this 
ftar the lobes of the anthers rife up, fometimes fuddenly with 
a fpring, fometimes more gradually, and, if touched with the 
point of a pin, difchargb a toldurtefs fldid* 

We have been thus particular in defcribing thefe parts, 
becaufe being more fimple than in moft of the fpecies it feemed 
to throw fome light on thfcir ufes. The five rays of the ftar 
pointing exaftly to the centre of the corolla feem admirably 
calculated to dired a fluid pollen atore furely to the real 
ftigmas lying immediately under their points. We would not 
however fpeak with too much certainty of the perforation of 
the centre of the corolla, Iwiviirg ufed only a common lens, and 
not having obferved fuch an opening in any other fpecies that 
we have examined. 

The plant from which -eur drawing was made wii fent ns 
by Mr. Loddidges of Hackney, in Auguft. It is a free 
blower, flowers coming in fucceflion through moft part of the 
year. Has an ill fmell and little l>eauty to recommend it. 
The Stapelias are generally kept in the dry ftove, but we learn 
from the Rev. Mr. Bale, that many of them thrive J>etter, and 
flower with more certainty, if kept in the bark fiove and 
wa'bered plentifully.

The firft mention we find of this plant is in the eighth vo* 
lume of the Peterfburgh Commentaries, by Profeffor Amman. 
LiNNiEUs eftablilhed the genus in his Flora Zeylanica, under 
the name of Pentapetes, but having afterwards admitted 
Pentapetes phaenicea as a fpecies, this name is now generally 
applied to the latter, undoubtedly a different genus, and 
ScHREBER in his edition of the Genera Plantarum, reftored, 
as nearly as poflible, Amman's original name, taken from the 
winged feed, in which he has been followed by Willdenow 
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and Martin. A native of the Eaft-Indies, where it grows 
into a tree ; the bark is covered with a white wool, as is the 
underfide bf the leaves, which are peltate and fupported on 
long footftalks thickened at both ends. Flower terminal, 
fweet-fcented. Calyx very like thick buff leather. Petals 
white, oblong, the length of the calyx, widened at the tip, 
oblique, inferted into the receptacle. Real ftamens fifteen, 
with longtwifted anthers ; filaments united at the bafe ; among 
thefe are five club-pointed bodies, twice the length and much 
fiouter than the filaments, as thefe are the only internal parts 
which come in fight without forcibly opening the flower, this 
has the appearance, when fuperficially obferved, of being 
pentandrous ; 'but thefe bodies have no anthers. Has been 
fome time known in our colledions, but we have never heard 
of its having flowered in this coimtry -until lad September, 
at Meffrs. Whitley and Brames at Old-Brompton, where 
pur drawing was taken.

This beautiful little flirub was raifedfrom feeds received 
from Portugal by Mr. Loddidges, Nurferyman at Hackney, 
It comes very near to fome of the varieties of Cistus bali^ 
mi/olius, particularly to variety y of Martyn, the one figurecl 
in Miller's Icones, which probably belongs to this fpecies ; 
but our plant feems never to grow ereQ, nor are the branches 
decuflated ; it is likewife of much humbler growth. 

There is a fpecimen without name in the Bankfian Her- 
barium, brought from the province of Algarve in Portugal, by 
Masson, with an extremely hairy calyx, in other refpefls ex- 
aQly agreeing with this ; culture may probably occafion it to 
lofe much of its hairinefs. 

. The calyx confifts of three equal very (harp-pointed leaves, 
without any tr^ce of the two narrower ones. The leaves of 
the flowering branches are*not hoary. Flowers in July and 
Auguft. May be propagated by feeds, which it rarely pro- 
duces with us, or by cuttings, and treated as a hardy green- 
houfe (brub, requiring only to be proteQed from feverc 
froft.

HousTOUN firft difcovered this plant at Vera Cruz in New 
Spain, and named it in, honour of the then Lord Petre, who 
was much attached to Botany, but unfortunately died of the 
fmall-pox when a. very young man, having in his life-time 
ereCled the moft magnificent confervatory then exifting in 
Europe. 

There appears to be two varieties of this fhrub, one with 
white, the other with violet-coloured corollas, but the calyx in 
both is blue; ours is the precife variety defcribed by J acq u in, 
who found it in Martinique, where he fays it afcends to the top 
of trees twenty feet high. The corolla, which is five-cleft and 
fubbilabiate, is of very (hort duration, but as the calyx is a 
confpicuous part of the flower, the long racemes hanging pen- 
dent from the extremities of the branches make a handfome 
appearance for fome time. It has been fufpefted that the 
male and female flowers are diftinft ; as only one bunch was 
produced we cannot decide the queftion, but the piftils ap- 
peared to us to be either totally wanting or very imperfeft. 

It is a very ornamental flirub, requires to be kept conftantly 
in the ftove, and might be advantageoufly planted in a box in 
the comer of the tan-pit and trained to the rafts or to a trellis, 
thrives beft in rich loam and loves a warm moift air. 

Imported by Mr. Woodford from St. Vincent's, in whofe 
ftove at Vauxhali it flowered, as we believe, for the firft time 
in this country, in Auguft laft : in the Weft-Indies its bloIToms

is a fmall conical fharp-pointed gland : the bunches of flowers^ 
about eight in each, (land dpon peduncles the length of the 
leaves to which they are axillary. According to Lamarck 
IS a native of Buenos Ayres, in South America. 

Our drawing was taken at the garden of E. J. A. Wood- 
roRj), Efq. at Vauxhall, in Auguft, from a plant purchafed 
of Mr. North, Nurferyman at Lambeth, who fays he raifed 
it from feeds received from the Wjeft-Indies about feveti 
years ago. We are informed by Mr. Watson, Gardener to 
Mr. Woodford, that whilft confined in a pot and kept in 
the ftove it never flowered, removed into the greenhoufe it

The Punic A nana^ of which no figure has, to our know- 
ledge, been hitherto given, is a fhrub of humble growth, in 
other refpefls fo clofely allied to Punic a Granatum, that per- 
haps they might be confidered as mere varieties, at lead it is 
difficult to find diftinguifhing chara&ers, the leaves of our plant 
not being narrower in proportion to the length than in the 
other. Is generally fuppofed to be a native of the Weft- 
Indies, and Brown, in his Hiftory of Jamaica, mentions a 
larger and fmaller variety of Punic a, cultivated there, but 
does not fay whether indigenous or not, nor do we find the 
other authors who have mentioned it, fufficiently explicit to 
admit of afcenaining its native country. 

It is wonderful that fo beautiful a fhrub, cultivated by 
Miller fo long fince as the year 1731, and eafily propagated 
by layers, (hould not be more common ; certainly there are 
few inhabitants of the greenhoufc more ornamental, continuing 
full three months in bloITom. 
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Miller infotms us» ihit when.ihe flowers begin to appear^ 
if the plants are expofed to tde open air, the buds will fall 
off without openings and recommends that tbey flioold at thu 
time be placed in an airy glafs-cale^ and a large ihare of air 
be admitted in warm weather. 

Perhaps, for want of attending to thefe diredions^ few 
cultivators have feen this flirub in full beautv, as it appeared 
iri the confervatory at Mr. Woooford'sj wnere our drawing 
was taken.

This very beautiful Ibrub is» according to Pallas^ pecu« 
liar to the (hbsdpiDc traBs of eaftem Afia/ occurring chiefly 
in the northern parts of Siberia between the Jenifea and Lena 
rivers, where the northern fides of the mountains in the be- 
ginning of May are entirely empurpled by it. It muft of 
coarfe be confidered as a very hardy plan^ though like many 
other inhabitants of the coldeft regions, when cultivated in 
this country, from the greater mildncfs of our Vinters it is apt 
to expand its flowers prematurely, which are ufually deftroyed 
by fubfequent frofts and cold winds. On this account it is better, 
as foon as the bloffoms begin to appear, to remove the plant 
under Ihelter, where it will prove exceedingly ornamental in 
the very depth of winter; but fliould the froft oegin ^arly and 
continue fo long as to retard the opening of the bloffoms till

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its natural feafon^ it tnighft be fa^re() to continue in the open 
border. 

.G1CEX7V Tcmarks a r^emblance between tbi$ plant md 
Azalea lapponica, whicn comes much nearer to Rho- 
dodendron j^^/kr^A^M/i pti-h^sS'it itai this dbfervation that 
led Murray in the J 3th and 14th editions of the SyftemaVe- 
getabilium to quote Ledum groenlandicum of tht Flora Danica 
(The Labrador Tea) as a fynonym; an error which Pallas 
has properly correded. The leaves, which are dotted on both 
fides, continiie all the Winter oa the plant in Siberia and, as 
in our fpeciroen, change to a brown colour ; it fometimes 
however happens with us that all of them fall off before the 
appearance of the flowers. The leaves and more efpecially 
the bark have a ftrong aromatic tafte and fmell, and the fcales 
of the flower-buds dimife this odour fome diftance ; but, when 
feparated from thefe, the flowers themfelves appear to us to 
be fcentlefs. 

Our drawing was made at the garden of £. J. A. Wood- 
ford, Efq. of Vauxhall, from a very fine fpecimen, which 
began to expand its bloffoms in the open air in the beginning 
of January, and was then removed under (belter.

The Minorca Honey-Suckle belongs to the divifion of Peri* 
clymenura, and approaches very near to Lonicera Caprifolium^ 
differing principally in having fmall evergreen leaves, which 
on the lower part of the plant are narrower with ftraight fides ;

This beautiful dwarf fpecies of Protea flowered the beginning 
of laft March at Mr. Woodford's, Vauxhall, as we fuppofed^ 
for the firft time in Europe ; but, fince our engraving was pre* 
pared for publication, we learn from a figure in the Botanical 
Repofitory, that a fimilar plant has alfo flowered this feafoa 
at Meflrs. Lee and Kennedy's Nurfery at Hammerfmith. 

Stalks always of a bright red colour^ not branched except 
very near the root, flexuofe, from a fpan to a foot long* 
Leaves alternate, heart-fliaped, of a pale glaucous green colour, 
quite entire, with a red cartilaginous margin-^ Stipulae three 
or four, linear-lanceolate, deciduous. Flower feflile, very near 
the root : fcales of the calyx or involucrum imbricate, oblong- 
ovate, obtufe, of a purplifti red colour, very bright in the fun- 
fhinc, with a fcariofe margin. Florets crowded on a flat re- 
ceptacle : claws of the petal chaffy, diaphanous, three of them 
united and one diftin6t. The three concave fegments of the

This beautiful ever-green flirub is a native of Gibraltar, the 
Levant) and of Georgia, particularly on the fouthem fide of 
Mount Caucafus, growing in the rocky moift woods of beech 
and alder, and fometimes acquiring the height of eight or nine 
feet. As Pallas had no opportunity of procuring a living 
fpecimen in bloflbm from Caucafus, his figure was taken from 
the Gibraltar variety, familiar as he fays to the Englifli gardens ; 
and he doubts if this be the fame fpecies with that defcribed by 
Tournefort; becaufe he fays it wants the fpots on the 
broader fegment of the flower. Whether we were really at 

firft 
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firft fupplied with this plant from Gibraltar, and the one here 
figured, now become fo extremely common, has been fince 
raifed from feeds imported from Afia, we know not : but our 
plant certainly agrees in every refpeft with the defcription of 
TouRNEFORT, and differs from that of Pallas, not only in 
having the broadeft lacinia of the corolla fpotte.d with orange 
colour, but alfo in having all the laciniae obtufe, which are 
both figured and defcribed by him as acute.. 

TouRNEFORT fuppofcd that the narcotic deleterious honey 
familiar to the inhabitants of Georgia and known to the an« 
cients, being particularly mentioned both by Dioscorides 
and Pliny, owed its origin to the flowers of the Rhododen- 
dron ponticum : but later travellers have, with more proba- 
bility, attributed this quality to the honey gathered from the 
flowers of Azalea ponticay fee No. 443 of this work. 

A middling-fized Rhododendron, which had been fomewhat 
forced, flanding in a very light airy bow-window facing the 
North, produced a large drop of very pellucid neftar at the 
bafe of the broadefl fegment of each corolla: as the flower 
decayed, this drop moflly cryflallized, a nujmber of thefe cryflals 
was collefted, five of which weighed a grain ; they were very 
tranfparent, refembling in appearance and tafte the pureft 
white fugar-candy : the fame has been obferved in fome degree, 
but not nearly to the fame extent, on fome other trees fimilarly 
fituated. 

Is a hardy evergreen, but apt to be injured by late frofts ; 
loves a moifl foil and fhady fituation ; bears forcing remarkably 
well, and in this flate great numbers have of late years been 
brought to the London markets, to ornament our houfes in 
the Spring. Introduced about the year 1763. May be pro- 
pagated by layers, which is the mod expeditious mode of 
having large trees, but can be eafily raifed from feed, and fucb 
plants are much the handfomeft, and will flower in three or 
jfour years.

We believe our prefent plant to be as fpecifically diftinS 
from the one already figured N^ 45 of this work under the 
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name of Crocus vernus^ as any one fpccies of this natural 
order is from its neareft neighbour or relative. This has its 
bulb clothed with coarfe wiry-fibrous netted coverings, the 
outermoft one of which has large irregular-ftiaped interftices^ 
the coverings of that are ftnooth fcariofe fhell-like membranes, 
clofely ribbed with fine parallel fibres without the above- 
mentioned kind of interftices. This is a fmaller plant in all 
its parts, producing about two flowers from each mother-bulb, 
whereas that throws up many in fucceffion ; this expands its 
flowers in all weathers, the three outer fegments of which up- 
wards are rolled back and continue fo even when the flower is 
clofed in the evening, never returning to a ftraight pofition ; 
in that the flowers expand only in clear or warm weather, and 
while in vigour all the fegments open uniformly (none being 
revolute) and clpfe in the fame manner towards evening ; in 
this the ftigmas are narrower cowled-convolute, of a deep 
orange colour^ and reach half their length above the anthers; 
in that they are convolute and flatly comprefled, yellow, with 
their fummits fomewhat below the tops of the anthers ; this is 
the earlieft blower, and feems more eafily affefted by froft 
while in bloom. Mr. Salisbury of the Botanic Garden, 
Brompton, where our drawing was taken, informs us, that he 
never obferved this fpecies to feed with him, though moft others 
do freely. This fpecies (fo charafteriftically figured in many of 
the older books, particularly in the Hortus Eyjlettenjis) waf 
received by Clusius at Frankfort, about the year 1587, from 
Conftantinople, as was the Crocus vernus of this work (our 
mafiacm) from near Belgrade ; both may be eafily diftinguilhed 
from the purple- flowered Crocus vernus (which we fuppofe 
to be a native of our parts of Europe and is the lateft flowerer 
of the three) by not having the mouth of their tube clofed by 
a ring of glandular entangled hairs ; to this laft the fpecific 
name of vernus may be continued. 

The obfervations of Jacquin and Ehrhart, from which we 
were led to look for and afcertain the exiftence of the fecond 
valve in the fpathe of this genus and correal an error fanftioned 
by the names of Lin n>eus and Jussieu, were kindly pointed 
out to us by Mr. C. Konig, a gentleman from whom the 
public may ftiortly expeft much ufeful information in a pe- 
riodical work, the firft number of which is now in the prefr, 
and which is to confift of tranflations of tra6b as yet little 
known amongft us, from all languages, with notes and obfer- 
vations. Jacquin, when he fays that the valves are three 
and fometimes four, feems to us to have miftaken the flieatb 
that envelopes the ftems for the valve.

The Psoralea corylifoUa^ a native of Coromandel, is an 
annual of eafy cultivation, but, not poffeffing any fragrance or 
particular beauty to recommend it, is very rarely feen in our 
gardens, though known to Miller in 1752. The plant from, 
which our drawing was made was raifed from feeds received 
from Dr. Roxburgh by Mr. Loddidges, at Hackney. 

Requires to be treated as a tender annual; flowers in July 
and Auguft, and ripens its feeds readily. 

In habit it differs much from the reft of the genus, ap- 
proaching nearer to Trifolium ; indeed, fo clofely is it allied to 
the Blue Melilot, as hardly to allow of their feparation without 
doing violence to nature. 

Luxuriant fpecimens have been obferved with temate leaves :

Native of Germany, Switzerland, Dauphiny, and Italy, 
growing in uncultivated fpots and on old walls ; j3« is found 
near Halle, the ftem of this is fcarcely the length of one's 
finger and about the length of the leaves, yet fufRciently 
diftinft from Iris pumila. Desfontain es found the fpecies 
in Algiers. 

The commoneft Iris in our gardens, where it flowers in 
May and June, is perfeftly hardy, and to be propagated by 
dividing its roots in Autumn ; feldom feeds. 

Cultivated here by Gerarde in 1596. Clusius obferves 
that in his time it was much lefs frequently met with in the 
gardens of Auftria and Hungary than Ik\s fambucina^ and that 
he procured a fupply of feeds for them from the Low Countries, 

A pigment, chiefly ufed by miniature painters, called VenklU^ 
Vert d'iris or Iris-green^ is made from its flowers, which 
are macerated and left to putrify^ when chalk or alum is 
added. 

The root firft tafted is flightly bitter, prefently producing 
a moft infufferable heat in the throat, as do the flowers v\ 
a lefler degree.

A native of Italy and other parts of the South of Europe; 
grows plentifully on the walls of Florence ; cultivated here bjr 
Gerarde in 1596. Desfontaines found it in Algien, 
where it is fown with gennanica about graves; he doubts if 
they arc fpecifically diftinfl. 

The dried root of this plant was formerly ufed in medicine, 
but is now confined to fome infignificant lozenges as an ex- 
peftorant, and to the manufaftory of the perfumer, to whom it 
is known by the name of Orris or Orrice-root, being ufed to 
give to certain articles, fuch as hair-powder, the fcent of 
violets ; that which is ufed for thefe purpofes however is import- 
ed from Leghorn, as what is produced in our climate has neither 
the flavour nor other qualities of the Italian root. Ray fay« 
the pigment called Verdelis or Iris-green is made from the 
flowers of this fpecies, while Haller and others fay from 
thofe of Iris germanica. 

It is perfe6lly hardy ; is propagated by parting its roots in 
Autumn; not quite fo common m our gardens as iRis^^r* 
manica^ from which it differs in the colour of its flowers and 
leaves, in the fcent of its dried root, in having its fpathes more 
fphacelate or membranous, and the tube of its corolla not fo 
much longer than its germ as in that. Skynner has derived 
Orric£ from Iris.

This \cry rare fpecies was received from the Cape by Mr. 
HiBBERT, in whofe confervatory it flowered in May, moft 
probably for the firft time in Europe; indeed all the fpecies 
r)f this genus are rare wirh us, fecunda^ J^p^^^ No. 597,. being 
the moft common in our cqllcQions ; they may all be eafily 
,known on their firfl arrival from the Cape, by the fmgularity 
of their bulbs from amongft thofe of the reft of their order.

cerning this plants we can only learn, that it grows in the 
neighbourhood of Port-Jackfon, and that the fettlcrs have 
already found out how to apply it to the purpofes of Tobacco.

Our drawing was taken at the Botanic Garden, Brompton, 
in May laft, where it was kept in the ftove, and in this fitua,- 
tion it continued flowering in July, and bad ripe feeds and 
flowers at the fame time. 

Is eafily propagated by feeds, which fliould be fown on a 
hot-bed. 

In the fecond number of the Jardin de Malmaifon, pointed 
out to us fincc the above was prepared for the prefs, bv our 
friend Mr. Konig, there is a very excellent figure ot this 
plant, from whence we have adopted the fpecific name, al- 
though not very appropriate, the leaves being a very little 
undulate at the bafe only. The capfule is there faid to be 
two-celled; to us, both in the germen and the ripe feed-veflel, 
it appears to be one-celled, and in this refpeft diflPerent from 
its congeners. The cauline leaves in the feveral fpecimens that 
we have feen are confined to the lower part of the ftem and are 
pot properly peiiolated ; but as they are narrowed towards the 
bafe, fome may choofe to confider the narrow part as the 
foot-ftalk with the leaf decurrent down it. Is faid to have 
fome relation to Nicotiau a plumta^inifolia of M, Din egro,* 
which we have not feen*

Orobus angufiifoUus^ alhus^ and varius, have fo near an 
affinity to each other^ that fome Botanifts have confidered them 
as mere varieties ; they appear to us however to be fufficienily , 
difttn6t I fpecies. Our plant is diftinguifhed by the winged 
ftalk, which is more fpreading and branched, by the greater 
number of pairs of leaflets and of flowers on one peduncle^ 
and by the colour of the latter, which does not feem difpofed 
to vary. 

It appears to have been known to Milleu before the year 
1750, but was probably foon loft. In the new edition by 
Profeflbr Martyn, we find no trace of it, though we have 
frequently obferved it in different coUedions about l^on 
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for the fc five years paft.. A native of Italy, and fufficicntly 
hardy to bear the cold of our Winters. Eafily propagated 
by offsets from the roots, but rarely produces feed with us* 
Is worthy of culture, both to ornament the parterre and par- 
ticularly fojf mixing with other flowers in the fonnation of 
bouquets.

A native of Valencia and Morocco. We can fympathife 
with Clusius in the fenfations he muft have experienced, 
on firft difcovering this truly elegant little fhrub, at that 
time totally unknown to every other Botanift. 

The finding bis little beauty, armed at all points againft his 
invading gripe, whilft it deferred his pofleffion, muft have 
prolonged his pleafure, and added to the value of his prize ; 
well might he exuhingly ftyle it " plane nova et iota elegans*." 

Clusius gave it the name of Erinacea from the vulgar 
appellation of the inhabitants Eri7u>^ which fignifies a hedge* 
hog. LiNNAUs conOdered it as a fpecies of Anthyllis, 
with which it agrees in the form of its flower, but in habit is 
certainly widely different from moft of its congeners. 

• " A plant undoubtedly new and full of beauty," 
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It is a greenboufe plant, and tan be propagated we believe 
only by feeds^ which it produces very fparingly, even in its 
native cotatry ; neither ClusiIj^ nor DxsroNi^AiNss could 
find any. 

This may account <br its ftrll bdng a rare plants though 
cultivated by Miller in the year 1759. 

Prof. M ARTYN, from DeiaBillardiei^ei ^>eaksof it as grow* 
ing to the height of nine or ten feet^ which hmft furely be a 
miftake, perhaps of feet for inches. 

According to Desfomtainss^ it fldwers in the Winter^ but 
with us in the Spring.

It is a lively annual, fit for the decoration of the border, of 
eafy culture, but not of any great beauty, and (hould be fown 
in patches in the Spring, where the plants are intended to re- 
main. 

Retz has not informed us of its native country, but we 
learn from Desfoi^taines, that it grows in the com fields 
about Sbiba in Morocco.

We regret that the pure yellow variety of this fpecies had 
not been reprefented in our plate rather than the prefent, in 
which a mixture of blue and violet appears, efpecially as that 
IS the one figured and defcribed in Clusius, by whofe cuts 
it is, as well as Iris Xipbium and xiphioides^ excellently charac- 
terized ; our plant is however Solan der's Ikis fordida. 
From Iris Xipbium^ the clofell relative, it differs in having the 
germen almoft completely enclofed within the involucre ; in 
the outer fegments being lurbinately recurved, not rotately or 
horizontally fo, and in their being rather longer than the inner 
ones; in having its outer ungues all the way broader than 
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the ftigmas, and in thefe having the keel or ridge far more 
eleva^ted at^d enlarged whc^re continued into the lamina; the 
inner fegments are alfo linear-lanceolate, crcft, incurvedly 
fubconnivent, flatti(h, refleQed at their fides, undulate, emar- 
ginate, not turbinately divergent, oblanceolate and convolute 
as in that; nor does the inner lip of the ftigmas reach beyond 
the middle of the lamina^ which is recurvedly deflefted, whereas 
in that it is equal in length to about three parts of the lamina. 
The flowers are fcentlefs, expanding io June. Agrees in 
habit and in every thing, except in what is above mentioned, 
with Iris Xiphium. 

Found by Clusius in rich fpots, as well as on rocky bills, 
near the Tagus above Lifbon. 

Qu ER, in his FUra Efpagnol^ makes Iris alata of Lamarck 
(his Xiphion L and the Iris bulbofa latifolia^ five L of Clu- 
61 us) a variety of Iris Xipbium ; though to alt appearancci 
no two fpecies can be well more diftind ; the firft, with Iris 
{nobis M o R A A ) Sifyrinchiura^ we were anxious to have laid before 
the public, as fpecies fo well known to all the older Botanifts 
and Gardeners, but which feem now entirely loft to our col- 
leQions, for upon repeated fearchcs and inquiries wc can no 
where hear of their now being in this country ; Parkinsom 
remarks the difficulty of preferving the former (not enume- 
rated in f/^rA Kew. though the latter is) and attributes it to 
tendernefs ; which moft probably has been the caufc of the 
lofs of both. The firft is a native of Andalu^a, growtug 
in the woods on the Guadiana near Antequera and Cordova 
and called by the Spaniards Lirio flsPAHAGNAL or Azul; 
the other i$ found near Lifl)on, where the roots are faid to be 
eaten under the name of Nozelhas; a leffer plant, fup- 
pofed to be a variety of the laft, is found in Valencia. 

If, notwithftanding the information we have received, they 
fhould ftill exift in the coileftion of any friend to our ati^mpis 
to illuftrate this order of plants, we (hould be highly obliged 
by the opportunity being afforded us of defcribing and Bguring 
them. Both were lately and perhaps ftiU are cultivated in th^ 
ik^tanic Garden at Paris.

Since we gave the charaQer of this genus, we have had an 
opportunity of examining the fruit of many of its fpecies ; and 

/Goh^fe 
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have been enabled to add the above charafler from thence, wbich 
will aflift confiderably in diftinguifhing it from Ixia, Tri- 
ToNiA, Sparaxis, Watsonia, Antholyza, and the 
Cape Gladioli. We can fee no caufe for making two fpe- 
cies of the above plants, as Jacquin has done, attributing to 
the one a three-valved, to the other a two-valved fpathe, 
when in Fad their fpa:hes differ only in fize and are as ufuai 
in the geniis- 

Bulb-tuber ovate, far acuminate, covered with feveral thin, 
dark-brown, membranous tunics. Leaves plicate, hirfute, 
except their petiole-like bafes, which are fmooth and naked.

The full defcription given in Hortus Kewetifis^ and tranflated 
by Profcffor Maetyn in his very valuable edition of Mil- 
ler's Di&ionar3(» renders it unneceflary to fay more here than 
that we have remarked one of the three external calycine 
leaflets to be ufuallv larger than the other two» and more or 
lefs yellow ; fometimes it grows as large as the internal ones 
and refembles them in colour. The internal petal like caly- 
cine leaflets are likewife fomewhat unequal in fize and vary in 
colour^ being more or lefs tinged with dull purple within.

found that iht/qnakns had been miftaken by Jacquin for the 
Jambucinay that oiher Botanilh had confidentially followed him 
in the errqr, and that the prefent plant was the Onnean/jw- 
bucina ; > but as this name is now fo generally attached to 
Jacquin's plant by the cxccUcm figure of Curtis and the 
authority of the /A?r///j Kewenfis^ we think it more advifable 
to let it remain ; adopting Lamarck's for the prefent fpecies, 
and expunging Jqualens^ as being, a mere variety of the 
now Jamhncina ; although in truth the names of LiNNitus 
were ftill bettfcr adapted to the plants he had dellined them for.

The name of " Engh'fli Iris,** which we find fo commonly 
given to it by the elder Botanifts and even by the modem 
Florifts, was acquired from the plant's having been firft intro- 
duced into the. Low- Countries from England, moft probably 
without any notice of its true habiut, and hence prefumed a 
native of our country by thofe that received them t <Jlu stirs 
fays, that on his firft arrival here in 1571, he fought for it wild, 
until he was informed by Lob el of its being only cultivated m 
certain gardens near Bnflol, where it had been moft probably 
imported by fome vcflel from Spam or Portugal. OERAnirE 
includes it among the Britifli plants, in which he has beep 
followed by Dr^ Withering in his Botanical Arrahgemenur; 
but PARKiNst>N was aware of its real habitat.-

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The ftipuls not noticed by Thumb erg appear to afford a 
good fpecific charafier ; but as it often happens that thefe 
parts^are produced only while a plant is young, we cannot lay 
how far it may apply in older trees. 

We learn in the Flora Japonica, that it varies extremely in 
fize, being in different fituations either an underfhrub, a fhtuh, 
or a tree. From the fame fource, we are informed that the 
fruit is nearly round, fmooth, and the fize of a walnut. 

Our figure reprefents the whole fpecimen at the time it 
flowered ; it has fince increafed in height,, and thrown out 
feveral fide brahchlets, armed with flraight ' fpines at their 
extremities ; and other fpines have grown in the axils of the 
leaf-ftalks.
